Article 1. General Provisions 
900, Location of Offices. The principal office of the State Board of 
Cosmetology is located in the Business and Professions Building, 1020 N Street, 


Sacramento, California, and a branch office is located at Room 700, Mirror 


Building, 145 South Spring Street, Los Angeles, Information centers are located 
at 507 Polk Street, San Francisco, and 235 Broadway, San Diego, California.

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a ‘done Tenses, Gender and Number, For the purpose of these rules and 
regulations, the present tense includes the past and future tenses, and the 
future, the present; the masculine gender includes the feminine, and the

902. Definitions, For the purpose of these rules and regulations, the 
term "Board" shall be construed to mean the State Board of Cosmetology; the 
term "school" shall be construed to mean a school of cosmetology, "public 
or private", approved by the Board; the term "establishment" shall be con- 
strued to mean a cosmetological establishment; the term "full time" shall be 
construed to mean eight hours per day; the term "student" shall be construed 
to mean any person attending a class or classes in theoretical or practical 
instruction or training in a school of cosmetology; the term "subject" shall 
be construed to mean instruction and training or study of a theoretical or 
practical operation; and "applied effort" shall be construed to be the time 
devoted to the study of theory, attendance at theory classes, and the actual 
performance of all subjects.

Article 2. Schools of Cosmetology 

910. Application to Conduct School of Cosmetology. (a) An application 
for a certificate of registration and license to conduct a school of dana 
logy shall be submitted on an application form prescribed and provided by 
the Board, accompanied by such evidence, statements, or documents as therein © 
required, and filed with the Board at its office in Sacramento. 

(b) The school inspector of the Board shall make a preliminary inspect- 
ion of the proposed school premises and submit his report to the Board after 
which the Board shall schedule a hearing upon the application, 

(c) Notice of the time and place of the hearing on the application 
shall be given to the applicant who shall appear in person before the Board, 
or, if the applicant is a corporation or firm, a duly authorized representa- 
tive of the corporation or firm shall so appear. 

(d) A second inspection of the proposed school premises shall be made 
by the school inspector after the minimum equipment has been installed there- 
in and a report of such-inspection made to the Board before a school license 
25 issued. 

911. Minimum Space. (a) The minimum ceiling height of school premises 
shall be nine (9) feet. 

(b) The minimum floor space in nae school premises shall be three 
thousand (3000) square feet and when the enrollment in a school exceeds fifty 
(50) students, additional floor space shall be provided sufficient to ade- 
quately take care of any additional students.

915. Alterations and Change of Location. Before any major alteration, 
major renovation or change of location of school premises is made, the plan

mitted to the foard for approval.

a diploma or other evidence verifying that he has the educational quali- 
fications required by law for the issuance of a license in the branch of 
cosmetolory in which he is enrolling, and such diploma or other evidence 
shall be kent on file in the school until checked and approved by a school 
inspector. When the educational qualifications of a student have been so 
checked and approved, no further evidence of the student's educational 
qualifications will be required when filing apnolication for admission to 
examination for a license. 

(b) When a student does not file a diploma or other evidence upon 
enrollment in a school showings that he has the educational qualifications 
required for the issuance of a license in the branch of cosnetology in 
Which he is enrolling, such student may take an educational test authorized 
by the Board to determine his educational qualifications. If he successfully 
Pesses such test, further evidence of his educational qualifications will not 
be required when filing application for admission to examination tor license. 

(c) In the event a student does not file any evidence concerning his 
educational qualifications or fails in the educational test, or both, such

applicant may continue in scnool, if he so desires, but must successfully 
thereafter pass an educational test authorized by the Board or present satis- 
factory evidence of his educational qualifications in order to qualify for 
admission to examination for a license.

919.2 Physician and Surgeon Certificate. There shall be on file for 
each lecture delivered by the staff physician and surgeon, a signed certi- 
ficate giving the date and time of lecture. 

919.3 Enrollment Certificate, (a) Each erent shall be required to 
complete and sign an enrollment certificate, in triplicate, on forms pro- 
vided by the Board. The original shall be retained by the school, and the 
duplicate and triplicate copies shall be filed with the principal office of 
the Board at Sacramento not later than seven (7) days after the date of en- 
rollment, 

(bo) For the purpose of identifying records, if two or more students 
have the same given and surnames, such students shall use their full middle 
name on all records required during their course of training. 

(c) The date of enrollment shall be considered the date on which the 
student began instruction and training. 

919.4 Time Card and Daily Report. (a) Each school shall maintain a 
time clock for registering the attendance of all students. 

(ob) Each student shall be required to register on his time card when 
starting and when completing daily instruction and training, and when lcav- 
ing for and returning from lunch, 

(c) Credit for attendance will be granted to a student only on time 
registered, and on the basis of applied effort. No credit for attendance 
shall be allowed unless a time card verifying attendance is on file. 

(d) A student shall not be credited with more than eight (8) hours of 
instruction and training in any one day. 

(e) When a student is performing extra-curricular duties during regular 
school hours in payment for his tuition or for compensation, a separate time 
card shall be kept by the school showing the time devoted to such duties and 
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the nature thereof. Credit for such dutics shall not be included in the 
required hours of instruction and training, 

(f) The printed daily report shall list all subjects of cosmetology 
taught in the school, 

(g) The daily report shall be a recapitulation of the work slips for 
each day, and shall bear the signature of the student and the initials or 
signature of the instructor, 

919.5 Work Slip. (a) The printed work slip shall list all subjects 
of cosmetology taught in the school. 

(b) Upon completion of a subject performed by a student, either 
practical or theoretical, it shall be approved by the instructor, and at 
that time the student shall sign the work slip which shall also be signed 
or initialed by the instructor. 

(c) No credit shall be given to a student for applied effort unless 
substantiated by a work slip properly signed by the student and by the in- 
structor. 

(d) The use of a rubber stamp, in lieu of the personal signature or 
initials of the instructor, is prohibited. 

(e) All patron tags or work slips shall indicate whether a practical 
operation performed by a student was "free" or "paid" service. 

919.6 Weekly Summary of Daily Reports. (a) The weekly summary of 
the Bay reports shall be a weekly tabulation of the accumulated attendance 
and training of each student from the date of enrollment. 

(b) When a student is officially discontinued by the Board or its 
authorized agent, the final summary of daily reports shall be retained by 
the school. 

919.7 Record of Completion (a) A record of completion shall be the

919.8 Record of Withdrawal (a) A record of withdrawal shall be a 
statement certified to by the school setting forth the date of enrollment, the 
date of severance, and the hours of instruction and training received by a

(0) The original record of withdrawal shall be retained by the school 
until the student is officially discontinued by the Board or its authorized 
agent, at which time it will be filed with the Sacramento office of the 
Board by the authorized agent who discontinues the student.

(c) Upon discontinuance of a prescribed course, prior to completion, 
the triplicate copy of the record of withdrawal shall be furnished to the 
student upon request.

919.12 Freshman Insignia, (a) The Freshman insignia shall be the 
emblem worn by a student engaged in receiving the initial training of three 
hundred and fifty (350) hours while enrolled in a hairdresser and cosmetician 
or cosmetologist course and by a student engaged in receiving the initial 
training of fifty (50) hours while enrolled in a special manicurist course. 

(b) The Freshman insignia shall be either the word "Freshman" or the 
letter "RF", 

(c) The word "Freshman" or the letter "F" shall be in colored thread 
and shall be stitched on the uniform above the breast. 


(d) The insignia shall be of sufficient size to be clearly discernible

922. Transfer of School Ownership. In the event of a sale or transfer 
of the ownership of a school, the purchaser or transferee thereof shall file

945. Application for License as Junior Electrologist. An application 
for a license as a junior electrologist shall be submitted on the form pre- 
scribed and provided by the Board, accompanied by such evidence, statements 
or documents as therein required, and filed with the Foard at its office in 
Sacramento. 

946. Application for Authority to Engage a Junior Electrologist. An

947. Equipment in Establishment Engaging Junior Electrologist. An 
establishment in which a junior electrologist is engaged shall be equipped 
for the full teaching of electrolysis, sanitation and sterilization. 

948. Instruction of Junior Electrologist. (a) An establishment 
engaging a junior electrologist shall furnish to such operator theoretical, 
technical and practical full-time training under the immediate supervision 
of a licensed electrologist in electrolysis, sanitation and sterilization. 

(bo) An establishment engaging a junior electrologist shall furnish 
instruction to such junior electrologist from one (1) or more of the text 
books approved by the Board for use in schools of cosmetology. 

919. Posting of License. An establishment engaging a junior electro- 
logist shall post the license of such electrologist in a conspicuous place 
in such establishment. 

950. Records of Junior Electrologist. (a) An establishment shall 
record the attendance and performance of a junior electrologist on forms 
prescribed by the Board and such records shall be available for inspection 
by the Board or its authorized agents at all reasonable times. 

(b) Upon the completion of a prescribed course of instruction and 
training or the sooner discontinuance of instruction and training as a 
junior electrologist, a certificate certified by an establishment showing 
his attendance and performance shall be furnished to each junior electrolo- 
gist and copy thereof retained by the establishment in its permanent file. 

951. Notification of Board, An establishment engaging a junior 
electrologist shall notify the Board, within ten (10) days after completion 
of six months of consecutive instruction and training of such operator, of 


the date on which such instruction and training was completed. In the 
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event a junior electrologist leaves the service of an establishment for 
any reason before the completion of six (6) months of training and in- 
struction, such establishment shall notify the Board within ten (10) days 
thereafter concerning the date of such leaving, the reason therefore, and 
the length of time instruction and training was given. 

952, School Vacation or Part-time Employment. A junior electrologist 
shall not be licensed by the Board or engaged by an establishment during 
school vacation only or for part-time employment. 

953. Change of Place of Instruction and Training. A junior electrolo- 
gist may change his place of training only after application to and approval 
by the Board. 

Article 6. Examinations 

959. Application for Examination. (a) An application for an exami- 
nation in any branch of cosmetology or for an instructor's permit shall be 
on the application form prescribed and provided by the Board, accompanied 
by such evidence, statements or documents as therein required, and filed 
with the Board at its office in Sacramento. 

(bo) An application must be filed not later than 21 days including 
Sundays, before the date set for an examination. (As amended Sept. 5, 19h7.) 
960 Practical Examinations In taking a practical examination an 
applicant shall appear in a uniform prescribed by the Board and furnish such

961. : Passing Grade in Instructor Examination, (a) A general average 


of seventy-five (75) per cent shall be the passing grade in the examination 


for license as an instructor, based on a grading of fifty-five (55) per cent 
for the practical demonstrations and forty-five (45) per cent for the written 


tests. 
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(ob) A general average of seventy-five (75) per cent shall be the

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TITLE 16, CALIFORNIA ADMINISTRATIVE CODE 
SUBCHAPTER 9. STATE BOARD OF COSMETOLOGY 


Article 7. Sanitary Rules 
(Approved by the State Department of Public Health, May 9, 199) 


965. Definitions. The words "school" and "establishment" as used 
herein shall mean, respectively, a "school of cosmetology" and a "cosmeto- 
logical establishment", 

966, Enforcement. The holder or holders of a cosmetological estab~ 
lishment license or a cosmetology school license, and the person in charge of 
an establishment or school shall be held jointly and severally responsible for 
implementing and maintaining the sanitary rules. 

967. Posting Sanitary Rules. Each school and each establishment 
shall post a copy of these sanitary rules in a place conspicuous to the 
public. 

968. Interior. 

(a) Cleanliness and Repair. Each school and each establishment 
shall keep the floors, walls and woodwork, ceilings, furniture, furnishings 
and fixtures clean and in good repair, 

(b) Floors, The floors of the working area shall be covered 
with non=-absorbent material. The working area shall be deemed to be the 
necessary space required to perform any operation other than manicuring and 
hairdrying.« 

(c) Water Supply. An adequate and readily available supply 
of hot and cold running water shall be provided in the woxvk booths or an 
rooms. 


(d) Toilet Facilities. Each school shall provide at least 
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two toilets for female students and patrons. If male students are enrolled 
at least one toilet shall be provided for such students. Each school shall 
furnish facilities, including hot and cold water, located near or adjacent 
to the lavatory for students to wash and dry their hands, Suitable holders 
for toilet paper and sanitary towels and dispensers for soap shall be pro- 
vided and be adequately supplied at all times. Toilet rooms shall be avail- 
able on the premises. It shall be the duty of the manager of the school to 
see that the toilet rooms are kept clean and in good repair, 

Reference is made to 8 California Administrative Code 11323, (Indus- 
trial Welfare Commission Order No, 2-R, Section 1h, effective June 1, 19:7), 
which regulation, setting forth the requirements of toilet rooms, is adopted 
herein and made a part hereof to cover the requirements of toilet rooms in 
establishments, 

(e) Drinking Water. Each school and establishment shall be 
supplied gith pure drinking water convenient to students and employees, 
Individual paper cups shall be provided or sanitary drinking fountains shall 
be installed and so regulated that a jet of at least two inches shall be 
constantly available, No school or establishment shall provide or expose for 
common use or permit to be so provided or exposed or allowed to be used in 
common any cup, glass or other receptacle used for any other purpose (Health 
and Safety Code Section 3700). 

(f) Equipment, Each school shall have and maintain the fol- 
lowing minimum equipment: 

, waste receptacles, 

2 wet sterilizers, 

1 closed receptacle of sufficient size to hold all 
soiled towels, 

1 air tight container (for sanitized instruments), 
1 closed cabinet (for storage of all clean towels), 


1 liquid sterilizer (on manicuring table during operation). 
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Each establishment shall have minimum equipment as follows: 

1 closed receptacle of sufficient size to hold all soiled 

towels, 

1 covered waste receptacle, 

1 wet sterilizer, 

1 air tight container (for sanitized instruments), 

1 closed cabinet (for storage of all clean towels), 

1 liquid sterilizer (on manicuring table during operation). 

(g) Other Sanitary Facilities. Each school and each 
establishment shall be provided with such other sanitary facilities as may be 
necessary to conduct such school and establishment in a sanitary manner. 

969. Residence or other use of rOOMS No school or establishment 
shall be operated, and no practice of cosmetology or any branch thereof shall 
be conducted or taught on premises used for residential purposes unless the 
living, cooking and eating quarters are separated therefrom by a ceiling high 
permanent partition, ingress and egress through which shall be by a door which 
shall not be permitted to remain open, 

970, Accumulation of Waste and Refuse. No school or establishment 
shall permit an accumulation of waste or refuse, 

a gir Animals in Schools and Establishments, No person shall bring 
any dog, cat or parrot, or permit any dog, cat or parrot, or other live 
animal to be brought in or to remain in a school or establishment, This 
section does not apply to a sightless person accompanied by a trained dog. 

972. Infectious Disease. No person afflicted with an infectious 
or Perma eablo disease shall be permitted to work or train in a school or in 
an establishment. No school or establishment shall require, permit or suffer 


a student or person licensed by the Board of Cosmetology, knowingly, to work 


upon a person suffering from any infectious or communicable disease, 
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973. Massaging. No person training or working in a school or in 
an establishment shall massage any person upon a surface of the skin or scalp 
where such skin is inflamed or where a skin infection or eruption is preserit. 
974. Personal Cleanliness. 

(a) Person and Wearing Apparel. The person and the uni- 
form or attire worn by an individual serving a patron shall at all times be 
neat and clean. 

(b) Washing Hands. Every person training or working in 
a school or in an establishment shall thoroughly wash his or her hands before 
and after serving each patron, 

975. Chairs, cf wl Boards and Bowls. 

(a) Head-rests. The head-rest of chairs shall be provided 
with a clean towel or paper sheet for each patrone 

(b) Cleansing, Shampoo trays and bowls must be cleansed with 
soap and water or other detergent after each shampoo, kept in good repair and 
in a sanitary condition at all times, 

976. Towels. 

(a) Used Towels to be Discarded. After a towel has once been 
used, it shall be deposited in a closed receptacle, and shall not again be 
used until properly laundered and sanitized. 

(b) Method of Laundering. All used towels, if not sent to a 
public laundry, must be thoroughly boiled before using again. (Health and 
Safety Code, State of California, Sections 3800 to 3803.) 

(c) Storage, All clean towels are to be stored in a closed 
dust-free cabinet. 

977. Neck Strips. A sanitary neck strip or towel shall be used to 
keep all protective covering from coming in direct contact with a patron, 
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978. Instruments and Supplies. 

(a) Used Instruments and Supplies to be Discarded. All 
instruments and supplies of whatsoever character used for direct contact 
upon patrons shall not be employed again until they have been properly 
cleansed and sanitized, All supplies, such as cotton, ear pads, neck strips 
and perishable protectors must be destroyed immediately after use. 

(b) Carrying Instruments in Pockets Prohibited, No person 
training or working in a school or in an establishment shall be permitted to 
carry any instrument or supplies in the pockets of a garment or uniform while 
practicing cosmetology or any branch thereof. 

979. Sanitizing Instruments, Materials, and Supplies. All instru- 
ments, materials, and supplies of whatsoever character used for direct con- 
tact upon a patron requires the following treatment: 

(a) Cleansing. Thorough mechanical cleansing of the instru~ 
ments, materials, and supplies with soap and water or other detergent so as 
to remove all foreign material which might harbor bacteria. 

(b) Disinfection. Disinfection of all instruments, materials 
and supplies following each use or accidental soiling by one of the following 
methods: 

(1) Immersion in boiling water for at least two (2) 
minutes; 

(2) Immersion for at least two (2) minutes in a solution 
containing not less than one thousand (1000) parts per million 
of quaternary ammonium compound approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health; 

(3) By any other method bacteriologically effective, 


which hereafter may be approved in writing to the Board of 
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Cosmetology by the State Department of Public Health; 

(c) Rinsing. Rinsing in clean pecew 

(d) Drying and Storing. Drying and storing in a clean, 
closed, dust free cabinet. 

980. Sanitizing Electric Clippers, etc. Instruments, such as 
electric clippers, that cannot be immersed, shall have the surfaces which 
contact the skin, hair or nails of the patron disinfected by one of the pro- 
cedures set forth in Section 979, 

981, Sanitizing Glass and Metal Instruments. Glass or metal in- 
struments which cannot be sanitized by one of the procedures set forth in 
Section 979 shall be disinfected by immersion of the working parts of said 
instruments in a solution of seventy per cent alcohol for not less than 
twenty minutes. 

982. Sanitizing Manicure Instruments While in Use on a Patron. A 
solution of seventy per cent alcohol shall be readily available during the 
process of giving a manicure. The instruments used on an individual patron 
shall be placed in said solution when not actually employed during the pro- 
cess of giving a manicure, and the entire set of instruments used shall be 
sanitized by one of the procedures set forth in Section 979 before being 
used on another patron, 

983. Arresting Bleeding. 

(a) Lump Alum and Styptic Pencil Prohibited. No person 
training or working in a school or in an establishment shell employ lump 
alum or styptic pencil to arrest bleeding, 


(bo) Liguid or Powdered Astringents Permissible. A person 
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training or working in a school or in an establishment may employ a liquid 

or powdered astringent to arrest bleeding, and such liquid or powdered 

astringent shall be applied by means of a sanitized piece of gauze or cottons 
98. Creams, Lotions, Powder and other Cosmetics. 

(a) Closed Containers, All creams, lotions and other cos- 
metics used on patrons must be kept in clean and closed containers. 

(b) Powder Shakers, All powder used on patrons must be kept 
in a clean shaker, 

(c) Removal of Cream and other Cosmetics from Container, 
Creams and other semi~solid substances must be removed from the container with 
a sanitized spatula or other article; the use of fingers for removing creams, 
etc., is prohibited. Powder may be applied directly from the shaker to the 
skin of the patron or it may be applied by means of cotton or other sanitized 
applicator. 

(d) Removal of Fluids from Container. Lotions or fluids shall 
be poured into a sanitized glass or other sonbetnor and shall be applied to 
the patron by means of cotton or other sanitized applicator, Any excess re- 
maining after application shall neither be returned to the original container 
nor applied to another patron, but shall be discarded immediately. 

(e) Removal of Applied Cosmetics. Creams, lotions, powder and 
other cosmetics shall be removed by means of cotton, gauze pledgets, soft 


absorbent paper, or other sanitized material.
